NEED NEW SPIRIT 

Josiah C. Wedgwood, iaborite, 
contended thet what was required 
was a different spirit throughout 
Europe. It was useless to can- 
cel debts unless there was a cuar- 
antee that the money thus saved 
would not be spent on armaments 
and that the waste of money being 
apent on the armies occupying the 
Rhine was not to be continued.

LLOYD GEORGE REPLIES

concrete suggestions or a better 
formula than already has been 
adopted for a solution of the debts 
and reparations questions, the Pre- 
mier called attention to Mr. As- 
quith’s desire for a ciean siate. He 
said that was exactiy what Lord 
Balfour's note had advocated. 

“But it is not a clean slate,” he 
added, “when you wipe off every 
debt due us and when you en- 
grave more deeply upon that slate 
the debt which is due by us to 
other people. It neither cleans 
nor adorns it nor makes it more 
useful for further use.” 


PREMIER'S VIEW 


The Premier said he did not ex- 
pect next week's conference to set- 
Ule the situation, which was fraught 
with many complexities and com- 
plications.

- Stricken Thousands 
Perish Daily 
Crops Fail Third Time in 
Yuan Chow 


Relief Inadequate, Children 
Turn Robbers

PEKING, Aug. 3. — The moat 
severe famine in many years is 
reaping a toll of thousands of lives 
in the Yuan Chow district, prov- 
ince of Hunan, about 450 miles 
southwest of Hankow. This district

Starving children aré joining rob- 
ber ba and are burning, 
and pillaging. 

Hermann Brecker, 
the China Inland Mission, writes 
that 800 to 1000 are dying daily in 
immediate district. The mission 
each day gathers twenty to thirty 
bodies tn the city streets, giving 
them a decent burial. It has in a 
camp 600 orphans and is feeding 
and clothing them, but is unable 
to rescue any more owing to ‘ack 
of funds. 


FAMINE ON INCREASE

“yr. Brecker writes: “How often 
we see a woman iying dead in the 
street with two or three children 
sitting beside her. We ought to 
take at least 1000 children from the 
streets, but are lacking in funds.

Forty or more times 
we have had to intercede with the 
robbers. 


“We have in the district thou- 
sands of robbers, making travel 
unsafe. Many famine children are 
Joining the robbers. I have seen 
many famine children & to 12 years 
old with big knives across their 
backs. These young robbers are 
worse than the old ones. They are 
always burning houses and killing 
people.

“Of the 600 children we have 
taken off the street we will have 
to send 400 back after a month.

“Considéring the area, the 
famine ia worse than Russia. There 
is hope for a 50 per cent harvest.

the harvest for the third succes- 
sive year. The harvest is in Sep- 
tember but it will not help the 
thousands of sufferers who cannot 
hold out. We will have to continue 
relief work indefinitely. Besides the 
600 children in the orphanage, we 
have one place containing more 
than 100 infante who were thrown 
into the streets.

FORD FACTORY HIT 
BY COAL SHORTAGE 


ARMY OF EMPLOYEES WILLA 
BE IDLE, FURL HEADS

LANSING (Mich.) Aug. 3.—The 
entire army of Ford Motor Com- 
pany employees will be thrown out 
of work unless Ford obtains new 
coal shipmente within fourteen 
days, his representatives told the 
fudél committee here today.

Of this 
amount 2700 tons are used for the 
Ford factories, and the remaining 
800 tons for the production of gas 
contracted for by the other three 
plants named. latter quantity 
is on the priority i of the utili- 
ties at present. 

Through J. F. le of the Ford 
Motor Company, Ford informed 
the committee that he could han- 
die enough coal for all Detroit and 
parts of Michigan over his Detroit, 
Toledo and Ironton road if the 
Louisville and Nashville could ar- 
range to deliver the output 150 
miles through Kentucky to the 
southern terminus of the Detroit, 
Toledo and Ironton. The fuel com- 
mittee got into touch with Presi- 
dent Maypother of the Louleville 
and Nashville to make the neces- 
sary arrangements.
